Jones of the Connecticut Agricultural 
Experiment Station in Nature Mag- 
azine of Washington. "This is ap- 
proximately two times the annual 
value of iron produced and twenty 
times that of the gold mined each 
year. The white man came to Amer- 
ica seeking gold and 
found corn, 


which is much better, since this yel- 
low grain produces annually more 
wealth than all of the yellow metal 
that is mined. 


"Unknown to the world before the 


discovery of America, corn is grown 
in nearly every country in the world 
and has even replaced wheat and rice 
as the staff of life in some places. 


U. S. PRODUCES FOURTH. 


"Of the world's four billion bush-I 


els of corn the United States pro- 
duces three-fourths. Loaded In wag- 
: 


ons this would make a train long 
enough to go nine times around the 
world at the equator. 
' "Corn was the first crop cultivated 
in America by the white man. Colon- 
ists in Virginia and Massachusetts 
found the Indians growing corn and 
preparing it for food In many differ- 
ent ways. 


"Because their own plants from 


Europe were not adapted to the new 
conditions the white settlement of 
America would have been extremely 
difficult without corn. This 
plant 


thrives on newly cleared land, is 
tilled without elaborate machinery, 
and furnished food for man and 
grain and fodder for animals. 


FERTILIZED WITH FISH. 


"Corn was first grown among the 


charred stumps of burned forests, 
fertilized by burying a fish In each 
'hill before the seed was planted, cul- 
tivated with a. clam-shell hoe, and 
eaten as roasted ears or ground into 
meal and prepared in the form, of 
bread, pancakes, or porridge. 


"How long corn has been cultivated 


'no one knows. That It originated 
somewhere In the'., western 
hemi- 


sphere there is no doubt. It was not 
known in EuVope before the return 
of Columbus and no authentic rec- 


covercrs who carried the grain with 
them from America. 
- 


SEVERAL- TYPES. 


"Corn 
has 
several 
well-defined 


types. The principal ones are known 
as dent, flint, flour, sweat arid pop 
corn. Dent corn is practically the 
only corn grown for animal consump- 
tion in the corn belt. 


"Flint corn Is similar to it in com- 


position except that the grains are 
harder and smoother and do not have 
the characteristic indentation. Flint 
varieties are preferred in the north- 
-orn corn-growing districts, because, of 
their early maturity, freedom from 
mold on the ears, and ability to germ- 
inate in the cool, rainy weather of 
early ( spring'. 


"Flour cprn Is similar in appear- 


ance to flint but has the consistency 
of chftlk. It is easily ground into 
flour and for that reason was prob- 
ably preferred by the squaws who

FOSSIL EARS IN PERU.

'A good seed plot is what we coll 
i ear-to-row 
method of growing 


high producing seed. Of course, it. is 
necessary to get .the vary best seed 
available to begin our plots, and this 
can be bought from some reliable 
farmer who already has high produc- 
ing corn, for just this much time can 
be saved and more corn raised during 
that time. 


"After 
the curs have becn_ select- 


ed they must be numbered. Do not 
shell the corn off the ear until yon 
are ready to plant the plot, and shell 
with hand. There Is danger of de- 
stroying part of the seed by shelling 
it by the other method. The 
plo: 


should not consist of more than a 
Quarter of an acre and should be near 
the house and entirely away from 
other fields of corn. 


KEEP THE EARS. 


After the plot has been prepared 


for the seed, just enough gtkins are 
shelled off of each ear to plant one 
row. Each row is numbered to match 
the car from which it is planted, and 
the balance of the ear is saved for 
future reference. The plot, of course, 
should have the same oars as the 
other crops of corn.

Illinois Central System Shows How Government 


Ownership Would Increase Taxes 


Government ownership of the railroads of this country would undoubtedly re- 


sult in increasing substantially the amount of taxes paid by everyone else. 


Government property is exempt from taxataion— not only federal taxation, but 


state, county municipal and other local tax-ation also. 
If the railroads were owned 


by the government, they would be exempt from taxation, and the large sums they 
now pay in taxes would have to be made up by other taxpayers. Shifting that bur- 
den from the railroads would be of serious consequence to the remaining taxpayers 
of the country, especially in those sections where the railroads now pay a large por- 
tion of the total property tax. 


The Class I railroads— those with operating revenues of a million dollars a year 


or more— paid taxes last year amounting to ?330,956,606. 
Of this large sum S2o.i- 


893,675 went to states, counties, municipalities and other local governments lor the 
support of their various public enterprises.. 


In Iowa, for example, the Class I railroads last year paid $6,767,560 in taxes. 


If railway property were to become exempt from taxation, the remaining taxpayers 
of Iowa would. have to pay §6,767,560 more taxes a year than they now do, or else 
expenditures for schools, road and otherpublic enterprises in that state would- have 
to be curtailed by that amount. 
Take the schools: Last year 43.4 per cent of all 


the. taxes paid by the Illinois Central System in Iowa went to the support of the pub- 
lic 'schools. 
The total amount contributed by the railroads for public education in 


Iowa last year was about $3,500,000. 
On the same. basis for the entire country, 


the Class I railroads paid more than $100,000,000 for the support of public schools. 


The Class I railroads last year paid $18,304,373 taxes in Illinois, $11.502.817 in 


Indiana, 83.148,910 in Kentucky, $4,292.004 in Louisiana, $3,975,763 in Mississippi, 
$2,903,238 in Tennessee, $2,463,157 in Alabama, $3,191,021 in Missouri, $2,858.362 
in Arkansas, $2,451,445 in .South Dakota, $8,514,151 in Minnesota, $4,901,860 m Ne- 
braska and $7,275,204 in Wisconsin— just to mention the states in which the Illi- 
nois Central System lines are located. 
These figures do not include the taxes paid 


by the short line railroads. 
For example, in 1923 all the railroads m Illinois, in- 


cluding the short lines, paid more than $23,000,000 in taxes. 


It is difficult to understand why any taxpayer who is informed about the results 


of government ownership of railroads in other countries would favor a change to 
government ownership of railroads in this country. 
If private purchasers could be 


found many countries which now own their railroads would change to priv«e own- 
ership without delay. ' Germany recently voted in favor of such a move. 
Italy has 


been looking for a purchaser of its railroads and; offering attractive concessions. 
Great Britain returned its railroads to private ownership promptly after the war. 
In France the net income of the privately owned railroads last year aggregated 
more than 732,000,000 francs, while the railroad owned by the republic had a deficit 
of 145,000,000 francs. 
The revenue of the government railroads of Switzerland has 


not been sufficient to meet operating expenses and interest charges in any year 
since 1913. In Sweden a government committee has recommended that govern- 
ment operation of the railroads be disco ntined. 
A British financial mission has 


recommended to the government of Brazil the^sale of the government-owned Cen- 
tral Brazil Railroad. 
In Canada the government-owned railroads have long been a 


burden upon the taxpayers. 


Instead of being a burden upon the other taxpayers of this country, the private- 


ly owned railroads of the United States are helping to the extent of more than 
$300,000,000 a year to relieve the burden upon the other taxpayers.

Tree Plnutlnit For Farmcn, 


Editor Bfevlew: 


For many 
years 
it has seemed^ 


strange to me why farmers and land 
'owners do not plant more trees, for 
stove a'nd fireplace wood and for 
fence posts. There are hundreds of 
acres In our county of land now Idle, 
along ravines, odd corners made by 
the creeks and small 
bluffs where 


my two favorite 
trees 
will grow 


easily and with as much profit In 
ten years time as the average acre 
tin farm gr.aln crops. 


The two trees I have experimented 


with for thirty years are the black 
locust and the Russian mulberry, the 
locust for posts, the mulberry for its 
wood, and Its fruits, which birds like 
so well that cherries. 
Rt'apea and 


other fruits are seldom touched by 
them, when the mulberry trees are 
nearby. 


I have mulberry trees of all ages 


from one to thirty years, and I am 
sure these are worth studying by 
any farmer or land owner. 


The black locust is really a won- 


derful tree belonging to same fam- 
ily of plants as our clovers, peas and 
vetches! and taking most of Its food 
from 
the air, nourishes 
a thick 


growth of grass, differing from most 
trees In this respect. 


An acre of black locusts after a 


few 
years 
will add 
many 
tons 


weight to their wood growth each
